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The Village’s Leaf pick-up service
begins the first week of November. It
is scheduled to continue through
Monday, December 5".

The
next newsletter issue will talk about
the village’s work for snow and ice
removal. This usually follows leaf
pick-up but they may overlap. The
same truck is used for both services.
With the equipment we now have the
entire village is checked each day.
